INCENTIVE: PROGRAM 
EXTENDED 3 YEARS 


The National Wool Incentive 
Program has been extended for 
another three years, according to 
کے ور کت‎ Office Man- 

nc County Agricul- 
tural Stabilzation and Conserva- 
tion Office. The program was 
Scheduled to expire March 31, 
1859, but was extended to March 
31, 19862, in the new farm law 
enacted in August. 

The purpose of the wool pro- 
gram is to increase’ the national 
production of wool. Payments 
are made to wool growers to sup- 
plement their income from mar- 
ketings. For the present maket- 
ing year, the incentive payment 
rate is 62 cents a pound, and 
payment will be made on a per- 
centage job of marketing their 
wool.
